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SUB J : CONSULTATIONS RE MEETING OF PNE AD HOC ADVISORY GROUP 
WEEK OF 8 AUGUST

SUMMARY: AS INDICATED REFTEL, CONSULTATIONS RE 
SUBJECT MEETING WERE SCHEDULED FOR 5 AUGUST WITH 
CHAIRMAN WILSON, AND WITH REPS OF CANADA (HAFFEY) AND 
UNITED KINGDOM (SLATER AND LAMONT). REPORT FOLLOWS 
OF THOSE CONSULTATIONS. END SUMMARY 

1 . IN CONSULTATION WITH CHAIRMAN WILSON, FOLLOWING 
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POINTS OF INTEREST EMERGED: 

A. WILSON STATED BELIEF THAT SOME PART OF CHAPTER 7 
IS NECESSARY. ASIDE FROM RESPONDING TO SPECIFIC 
TASK IN BOARD RESOLUTION, PURPOSE OF CHAPTER 7, IN 
WILSONS VIEW, IS TO POINT OUT THAT MACHINERY 
FOR INTERNATIONAL PNE SERVICES IS TO PROVIDE THOSE 
SERVICES TO ALL NNWS WHETHER OR NOT THEY ARE PARTIES 
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TO NPT. THOSE NNWS PARTIES TO NPT HAVE ARTICLE V; 

NNWS NOT PARTY TO NPT NEED THE MACHINERY FOR 
INTERNATIONAL PNE SERVICES AND CHAPTER 7 SPECIFIES THAT 
WHATEVER ARRANGEMENTS ARE MADE FOR NPT PARTIES, THOSE 
SAME ARRANGEMENTS CAN BE EXTENDED TO NON PARTIES. 

WILSON BELIEVES THAT PARAS 1, 2 AND 6 WOULD BE ALL THAT 
WOULD BE NECESSARY FOR THAT PURPOSE. SOME OF THE 
REMAINING PARAS OF CHAPTER 7 COULD BE COMBINED WITH 
CHAPTER 2; THE REMAINDER COULD BE DELETED. HE THOUGHT 
THAT SUCH CUTTING AND PASTING MIGHT MEET SWEDEN'S 
COMMENTS, AND THAT IT MIGHT BE DONE WITHOUT SUBSTANTIVE 
CHANGES. 

B. BOARD RESOLUTION DISCUSSED PARAS 4G AND H OF REF B 
MIGHT BE EXPANDED TO STATE THAT REPORT COULD BE 
FORWARDED TO GENERAL CONFERENCE AND UNGA TOGETHER WITH 
COMMENTS OF GOVERNORS MADE DURING DISCUSSION OF REPORT 
AT SEPTEMBER BOARD. THIS MIGHT BE WAY TO ACCOMMODATE 
SOVIET QUOTE OBSERVATIONS END QUOTE, INDIAN FOOTNOTE, 

AND ANY OTHER OBSERVATIONS OR DISSENTING POSITIONS 
WHICH MEMBER-STATES MAY WISH TO MAKE AT BOARD 
MEETING. 

2. IN CONVERSATION WITH CANADIAN REP HAFFEY, NOTHING 
OF SIGNIFICANCE EMERGED. HAFFEY CONCURS WITH ALL 
U.S. VIEWS. 

3. IN CONVERSATION WITH U.K. REPS SLATER AND LAMONT, 
FOLLOWING EMERGED: 
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A. SLATER HAS RECEIVED INSTRUCTIONS TO ADD TO RESOLUTION 
DISCUSSED PARAS 4G AND H OF REF B, THE POINT THAT 
BOARD COULD CONSIDER ANY FURTHER ACTIONS AT FEBRUARY 
1978 BOARD MEETING. SLATER BELIEVES THAT INSTRUCTIONS 
WERE TO MEET POINT MADE BY EGYPT DURING CONSULTATONS 
WITH AUSTRALIAN REP MCDONALD TO EFFECT THAT WHILE 
EGYPT FAVORS RESOLUTIONS IT FAVORS SETTING DEADLINE FOR 
BOARD TO RETURN TO CONSIDERATION OF UNFINISHED PNE 
BUSINESS. 

B. SLATER REPORTED THAT EGYPTIAN AMBASSADOR SIRRY 
DOES NOT WANT TO HAVE PNE AD HOC ADVISORY GROUP 
FORMALLY DISSOLVED BY ITS ACTION OF SUBMITTING REPORT 
TO SEPTEMBER BOARD. YET. SINCE PREPARATION OF REPORT 
IS ITS ONLY MANDATE. GROUP WILL DISSOLVE IF ANYONE 
WISH TO MAKE POINT. SLATER SUGGESTED BEST APPROACH 
TO MEET SIRRY'S POINT IS TO NOT ADDRESS IN RESOLUTION 
THE SUBJECT OF FUTURE STATUS OF AD HOC GROUP. 

SHOULD BOARD REVIVE GROUP BY FUTURE BOARD ACTION, THERE 
WOULD BE MERIT IN POSITION THAT GROUP HAD NOT GONE OUT 
OF EXISTENCE, BUT HAD ONLY BEEN INACTIVE IN 
INTERVENING PERIOD. THIS APPROACH WOULD ASSURE 
RETENTION OF CHAIRMAN WILSON, RATHER THAN SET UP NEW 
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GROUP AND RISK APPOINTMENT OF NEW AND POSSIBLY 
UNSYMPATHETIC CHAIRMAN. 

C. SLATER STATED HE HAD INSTRUCTIONS TO OPPOSE FIRST 
INDIAN COMMENT FOR SAME REASONS SET FORTH BY JAPANESE 
REP YATABE (REPORTED REF C), BUT WS DOUBTFUL OF 
ARGUMENTS HE MIGHT USE IN GROUP. 

D. SLATER AGREED WITH WILSON'S VIEWS RE REORGANIZATION 
OF CHAPTER 7, NOTINGHOWEVER THAT NO SUBSTANTIVE 

CHANGES COULD BE ALLOWED IN VIEW OF SHORTAGE OF TIME.LABOWITZ 
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
